At the same time, it was announced 
that Dav is will receiv e official noti­ 
fication of his nomination and deliv er 
his acceptance speech at Clarksburg 
W, Va., Aug. 11. 
The speech, like 
that of President Coolidge, will be de­ 
liv ered at 8 p. m., in order to take 
adv antage of radio broadcasting facil­ 
ities which will giv e him a nauonw ide 
audience at that hour. 
Shav er is a nativ e of West Virginia 
and is 57 years old. 
Since his serv ice 
as chairm an of the Democratic state 
committee of W est Virginia from 19 12 
to 19 20, his political activ ities hav e 
been dev oted to the furtherance of 
the Dav is candidacy. These activ ities, 
down to the tim e of the nomination, 
are declared to liav e been witnout 
Dav is’ sanction. 
It was to Shav er 
that the Democratic presidential nom­ 
inee went to protest sev eral months 
ago. 
Dav is declared at that time he 
was not a candidate for the presiden­ 
tial nomination. 
It was learned that the selection of 
Shav er had been 
determined 
upon 
some days ago, but the official an­ 
nouncement was withheld until Dav is 
could complete a series of 
confer­ 
ences with party leaders. 
The last 
of these was held at the home of 
Frank * L. Polk, those present includ­ 
ing 
Thomas 
T aggart 
of 
Indiana. 
George FI. Brennan of 
Illinois and 
Norman H. Mack of New York. 
It was announced by Mr. Shav er 
that plans for the campaign still were 
in the making and nothing could be 
said at this tim e regarding the per­ 
sonnel of the organization which is 
to be set up and which is to cov er th s 
country. 
From 
other 
authentic 
sources it was learned, howev er, that 
there will be organized an adv isory 
com m ittee or “board of strategy” to 
conduct the campaign under the per­ 
sonal direction of Shav er.

Director H arper said lie did not 
know whether purchase of the plant 
had been consummated, but adm itted j 
negotiations for it at the price named, 
$35,tiu0, had been under way for some 
time.

Measures in Serbia. 


New York.—“American methods of 
fighting disease and promoting public 
health through sanitary measures and 
public education are rapidly beinjr 
adopted throughout Serbia as a result 
of the reconstruct ion work done there 
since the war by the Serbian Child 
W elfare ¿Association of America,” said 
William J. Doherty, executive secre­ 
tary of the association. 
“The health work done by the as­ 
sociation in Serbia was one of the 
most important, if not the most im­ 
portant phase of activities which the 
generosity 
of 
the 
American 
people 
made possible. 
The need of Serbia, 
like other European allies, for aid. 
was almost as urgent immediately fol­ 
lowing the w ar as during the course 
of the conflict itself. 
Specters of dis­ 
ease, epidemics, exposure and starva­ 
tion stalked through the devastated 
regions of Serbia. 
Nurces’ School Z-* 3 biished. 
“H ad America, with its resources of 
money and trained personnel, failed to 
respond to Serbia’s appeal the post­ 
w ar losses of life in that country 
would at least have eq ualed those of 
the period of conflict. 
“Among the outstanding results of 
the health work Instituted by the Ser­ 
bian 
Child 
W elfare 
Association 
of 
Ambrica were the establishment of the 
first training school for nurses in Ser­ 
bia ; the organization of a health work­ 
ers’ school for short intensive training 
of nurses and other health workers, 
the publication of a textbook on hy­ 
giene, home and community sanita­ 
tion, for which King Alexander him­ 
self wrote an Introduction and assisted 
in placing in public schools throughout 
Serbia, and the formation of domestic 
science schools, which offered Serbian 
young women short courses in house­ 
keeping, cooking, sewing, home sani­ 
tation and personal hygiene. 
Three Gifts Made. 
“Soon after beginning work in Ser­ 
bia the association enlisted the inter­ 
est of the Serbian ministry of health, 
the medical association and various 
Serbian 
public 
health 
and 
welfare 
groups in establishing 
the 
training 
school. An initial gift of 350,000 dinars 
(a dinar normally is eq ual to 10.3 
cents) was made for the purpose by 
the association. 
Shortly afterw ard the 
Serbian Red Cross contributed 500,000 
dinars and the association raised its 
gift to meet this sum. 
“Important as was the work of the 
association in saving the lives and 
providing for 25.000 orphans and in 
helping 
to 
rebuild 
more 
than 
300 
schoolhouses in Serbia, the health work 
which the organization did will, in the 
opinion of American experts, make an 
even more lasting impress on the fu­ 
ture of this little Balkan country, 
which suffered worse, in proportion to 
its size and population, than any other 
country during tiie war.’* 


Claims Jap Has Fo und 
Fo o d to Add to Stature 
Tokyo.—Victor Ileiser, director of 
the F ar East Rockefeller foundation, 
said that Doctor Saike of the Japa­ 
nese Institute of Nutrition is about to 
startle the medical world with a dis­ 
covery of a fish powder to increase 
human stature. 
“lie has proved it in animals, and 
is now demonstrating it in humans,’ 
Mr. Heiser said. 
“ I am convinced it 
is genuine and practical.'’ 
The American, who is consulting the 
authorities regarding 
establishing 
a 
research hospital financed by the foun­ 
dation, says the anti-American agita­ 
tion does not affect the plan. 
“National q uestions do not concern 
us,” Mr. Heiser declared. 
“We are 
now working in 37 countries, showing 
that we have no preference for races 
or nations.”

Mud 2 0 0 Yea rs Ag o 


After weathering the sunshine and 
storms of perhaps two centuries, a two- 
story house, built of mud from founda­ 
tion to roof, has been discovered by a 
Philadelphia 
building 
Inspector 
and 
condemned.

ex amination 
of 
the 
unique 
structure, which stands at 322 Button­ 
wood street, revealed that o alders of 
200 y ears ago used the same methods 
of pouring mud into wooden molds as 
is used today In the construction of 
modern concrete buildings. 
To the generations of men, women 
and children that have passed it, the 
house has stood us a landmark , but not 
one of noteworthy history . A week ago 
it was to the passing citizenry only a 
house on a street, “that’s been there 
for many y ears.” 


Queen Eliza b eths Tree 
Over 300 y ears ago Queen Eliza­ 
beth planted a tree at HInghara, Eng­ 
land. 
Later 
on 
immigrants 
estab­ 
lished the new town of llingham in 
Massachusetts. 
The tree grew and 
nourished and eventually died and the 
town fathers of old Hlngham had the 
tree sawed up and three chairs were 
made from the lumber. 
One of the 
three lias been presented to the Old 
First church of HInghara, Mass., the 
oldest place of public worship In the 
American colonies. 
The church, built 
In 1681, still stands on its original 
site. 
The chairs are the most recent 
of several remembrances sent to new 
llingham from old Hlngham, which 
from 1633 to 1639 furnished many of 
the earliest settlers of the Massachu­ 
setts 
town.

.Tames Bry ce presented the town a 
stone from the village green of the 
old town.

Colony of N ew Haven 
Had F irst Blue Law s 


In 1715 it was ordered b y the gen­ 
eral court that a suitab le man b e ap­ 
pointed to construct a code of laws f<>r 
the New Haven colony. 
The appoint­ 
ment fell to Governor Eaton and he 
was instructed b y the general court 
to study the laws of Massachusetts 
colony, and also the “Discourse on 
Civil Government in a New P lanta­ 
tion,” b y Reverend Mister Got ton, to 
aid him in his work. 
Governor Eaton promptly Issued a 
code of laws, many of which were 
from the M assachusetts code. 
Duly 
presented to the elders of correct ju r­ 
isdiction, the fruit of the governor’s 
toil was b y them approved and passed, 
says the Detroit News. 
The general 
court, moreover, ordered 500 copies 
to b e printed for the New Haven col­ 
onists. 
At this period of history New Haven 
was an entirely different and separate 
colony from Connecticut, the latter b e­ 
ing made up of the towns of H a rt­ 
ford, Windsor and Wethersfield and 
wild adjacent territory. 
The term “b lue laws,” therefore, un­ 
doub tedly came from the fact that the 
first printed laws of either colony, b e­ 
ing those of Governor Eaton, were 
enveloped in b lue paper. 
So the code 
of Governor Eaton comprised the real 
and original b lue laws and since these 
were enacted for New Haven colony 
It is further estab lished that 
they 
should he called the “b lue laws of New 
Haven colony” and not of Connecticut 
The laws of other colonies were also 
used in constructing the code and many 
of them are at the present time upon 
the statute b ooks of Connecticut. Many 
of the b etter laws of that state today 
are founded on them.

The city of London always has b een 
tenacious and Jealous of its old rights. 
In the “good old days” the stout city 
fathers didn’t hesitate to oppose, and 
light if necessary, the king himself. 
Even nowadays, when the king visits 
“The City” (which is what you call 
“downtown,” where the b anks and die 
b ig traders hang up their hats) on 
days of ceremony lie surrenders his 
sword—only b y gesture, it is true— to

8 eouritieB to Take Place of 


Hlflh-Rate Paper. 


Washington.—The June fiscal opera­ 
tions of the treasury, while ranking 
among the smallest of postw ar finan­ 
cial Issues, will have a wider perma­ 
nent effect in the way of cuts In fixed 
expenditures of the government than 
most of the quarterly operations In 
the last five years. 
Treasury 
experts 
have 
calculated 
that a saving of approximately $ 
22,- 
000,000 In annual interest charges will 
result from the change In the pub lic 
deb t situation accomplished in June. 
Ab out $150,000.000 in new' securities 
have gone on the market from the 
treasury this month, b ut proceeds from 
these wdth b alances on hand and pay­ 
ments in the second tax Installment 
will retire something like $445,000,(XX) 
In treasury notes and tax certificates 
which m atured June 15. 
The tax certificates b ore 4 per cent 
and the treasury notes, which were is­ 
sued in 1921, carried 544 
cent In­ 
terest. 
The new certificates pay only 
2% per cent Interest, the lowest rate 
of any government security since the 
Issue of Panam a canal b onds. 
At the same time the British gov­ 
ernment made a payment of $69,000,- 
000. which, under the law, must he 
used to retire the American wartime 
deb t. 
T hat payment therefore will 
cut off $69,000,000 of lib e rty b onds 
hearing an average of almost 4 per 
cent Interest 
While the cut in the total 
deb t 
b rought ab out b y this one operation 
appears as a 
drop in the b ucket wdien 
considered alongside the national deb t 
of more than $ 21,000,000,000, treasury 
officials point with satisfaction to the 
amount of interest that would have to 
b e paid, and that means taxes to b e 
raised, provided there was no reduc­ 
tion In the deb t. 
The treasury has issued only $150,- 
000,000 in new securities, while it lias 
retired and destroyed a total of $521,- 
000,000 In outstanding deb t.

U. S. Army Doctors Find 
W hooping Cough Cure 


Washington.—Memb ers of the army 
“gashouse gang” swung their b lack­ 
jacks <»n another disease. 
They an­ 
nounced discovery of a cure for whoop­ 
ing cough. 
No longer must fond mothers wait 
for the ailm ent to “run its course”— 
a traditional “course” of six weeks. 
Army ingenuity and chlorine gas will 
send Johnny and Mary b ack to school 
in four-days’ time. 
Experiments at Edgewood arsenal, 
Md., 
where 
the 
Chemical 
W arfare 
service has Its lab oratories, have es­ 
tab lished the efficacy of chlorine gas 
for a num b er of b sonchial ailments. 
The whooping cough treatm ent is 
very like that which President Cool- 
idge took in W ashington for his cold. 
The only difference is that It requires 
an hour’s inhalation of gas for four 
successive days— and that the ratio of 
gas and air is slightly varied. 
Coincident with the announcement 
of the new cures, army physicians pre­ 
dicted that a few years will see a spe­ 
cial gas cham b er in every school, with 
specially trained nurses to administer 
the treutment. 
The result, they say, 
will b e a higher standard of health 
among school children and the virtual 
disappearance of b ronchial and nasal 
epidemics.

When the cows are freed from flic* 
they « in devote all of their energy to 
production, which Is otherwise ma­ 
terially decreased hv the excitement 
and worry caused by the flies.

screening cannot he done, spraying 
with some cneap hut effective fly re­ 
pellent should precede the milking 
process. 
Care should he taken, not 
to get any of the spray into the milk 
because of the disagreeable odor and 
taste it will impart. 


Way to Handle Insects 
The rotation of crops is an effective 
way of handling many Injurious in 
sects.

T.f the owls are seen near the cote it 
is most p robable that they hav e seen 
the rat g o in find fire waiting for it to 
come ou t. Any owl wou ld mu ch p refer 
a fine rat for his su p p er to a y ou ng 
p ig eon, and as long as there are rats 
the owls will hu nt them and will g en­ 
erally leav e the p ig eons alon^. 
You ng owls are v ery fond of moths, 
and in this way the whole owl family 
Is a g reat help to the Dinner and g ar­ 
dener. 
We do ou r best to trap the 
caterp illars that destroy ou r flowers 
and v eg etables, bin we cannot catch 
the moths that lay the eg g s that tu rn 
Into these caterp illars. 
You can u n­ 
derstand how u sefu l the owls are in 
this way when y ou remember that an 
ordinary cabbag e or y ellow-u nderwing 
moth will lay abou t a score of eg g s at 
a time, and that sill the caterp illars 
that hatch ou t will g row to abou t an 
inch long with v ery big ap p etites.

larg e insect they see on the wing , 
esp ecially beetles.

Finds H ouse Built of 
M ud 200 Years A go 


After weathering the sunshine and 
storms of perhaps two centuries, a two- 
story house, built of mud from founda­ 
tion to roof, has been discovered by a

Colony of New Haven 
Had First Blue Laws 


In 1T15 it was ordered by the gen­ 
eral court that a suitable man be ap­ 
pointed to construct a cotie of laws for 
the Mew Haven colony. 
The appoint­ 
ment fell to Governor Eaton and he 
was instructed by the general court 
to study the laws of M assachusetts 
colony, and also the “Discourse on 
Civil Government in a New Planta­ 
tion,” by Reverend Mister Cotton, to 
aid him In his work. 
Governor Eaton promptly issued a 
code of laws, many of which were 
from the M assachusetts code. 
Duly 
presented to the elders of correct ju r­ 
isdiction, the fruit of the governor’s 
toil was by them approved and passed, 
says the Detroit News. 
The general 
court, moreover, ordered HOO copies 
to be printed for the New Haven col­ 
onists. 
At this period of history New Haven 
was an entirely different and separate 
colony from Connecticut, the latter be­ 
ing made up of the towns of H art­ 
ford, Windsor and Wethersfield and 
wild adjacent territory. 
The term “blue laws,” therefore, un­ 
doubtedly came from the fact that the 
first printed laws of either colony, lac­ 
ing those of Governor Eaton, were 
enveloped in blue paper. 
So the code 
of Governor Eaton comprised the real 
and original blue lawrs and since these 
were enacted for New Haven colony 
it Is further established that they 
should be called the “blue laws of New 
Haven colony” and not of Connecticut. 
The laws of other colonies were also 
used In constructing the code and many 
of them are at the present time upon 
the statute books of Connecticut. Many 
of the better laws of that state today 
are founded on them.

Monarch Bows Before 
Mayor of London City 
All English towns cling to ancient 
traditions, 
ancient 
rights, some of 
which, of course, are maintained be­ 
cause of legal necessity, writes Temple 
Bouverie in World Traveler Magazine. 
The city of London always has been 
tenacious and Jealous of its old rights. 
in tin* “good old days” the stout city 
fathers didn’t hesitate to oppose, and 
fight lf necessary, the king himself. 
Even nowadays, when the king visits 
“The City” (which is what you call 
“downtown," where the banks and tin* 
big traders hang up their hats) on 
days of ceremony he surrenders his 
sword—only by gesture, it is true—to 
the lord mayor of London, who meets 
him at Temple Bar. 
In days of old, 
whA*n kings were bolder, the doughty 
bankers and m erchants of “The City" 
weren’t 
taking 
any 
chances 
urn] 
wouldn’t 
stand 
for the 
king 
with 
armed men passing the gates that 
marked the city’s frontier. 
Today, the lord mayor, representing 
the undent Uberties and rights of his 
mighty city, Is given the password of 
the Tower of London by the governor 
of the Tower under “the king's sign 
manual," which Is to say that King 
George actually puts his “John Han­ 
cock” to the list of words making up 
the military password over a period of 
three months. 


Unitsd States Treasury Issues New 
Qsouritles to Take Place of 
Hlflb-Rate Paper, 


Washington.—The June fiscal opera­ 
tions of the treasury, while ranking 
among the smallest of postwar finan­ 
cial issues, will have a wider perma­ 
nent effect In the wny of cuts In fixed 
expenditures of the government than 
most of tile quarterly operations in 
the last five years. 
Treasury experts have calculated 
that a saving of approximately $22,- 
030,000 In annual Interest charges will 
rest,It from the change In the public 
debt. situation accomplished in June. 
About $k50,000.000 in new* securities 
have gone on the market from the 
treasury this month, but proceeds from 
these with balances on band and pay­ 
ments In the second tax installment 
will retire something like $44.3,000,000 
In treasury notes and tax certificates 
which matured June 15. 
The tax certificates bore 4 per cent 
and the treasury notes, which were is­ 
sued In 1921, carried 544 per cent in­ 
terest. 
The new certificates pay only 
2% per cent interest, the lowest rate 
of any government security since the 
issue of Panama canal bonds. 
At the same time the British gov­ 
ernment made a payment of $69,000,- 
000, which, under the law, must be 
used to retire the American wartime 
debt. 
That payment therefore will 
cut off $09,000,000 of Liberty bonds 
bearing an average of almost 4 per 
cent interest 
While the cut in the total debt 
brought about by this one operation 
appears as a drop in the bucket w’hen 
considered alongside the national debt 
of more than $21,000,000,000, treasury 
officials point with satisfaction to the 
amount of interest that would have to 
be paid, nnd that means taxes to be 
raised, provided there was no reduc­ 
tion in the debt. 
The treasury has issued only $150,- 
000,OOO In new securities, while it has 
retired and destroyed a total of $521,- 
000,000 in outstanding debt.

Washington.—Members of the array 
“gashouse gang” swung their black­ 
jacks on another disease. 
They an­ 
nounced discovery of a cure for whoop­ 
ing cough. 
No longer must fond mothers wait 
for the ailment to “run its course”— 
a traditional “course” of six weeks. 
Army ingenuity and chlorine gas will 
send Johnny nnd Mary back to school 
In four-days* time. 
Experiments at Edgewood arsenal, 
Md., 
where 
the ('hemical 
W arfare 
service hns its laboratories, have es­ 
tablished the efficacy of chlorine gas 
for a number of bronchial ailments. 
The whooping cough treatm ent is 
very like that which President Cool­ 
idge took in W ashington for his cold. 
Tin* only difference is that It requires 
an hour’s inhalation of gas for four 
successive days—nnd that the ratio of 
gas and air is slightly varied. 
Coincident with the announcement 
of the new cures, army physicians pre­ 
dicted that a few years will see a spe­ 
cial gas chamber In every school, with 
Especially trained nursA*s to administer 
the treatm ent. 
The result they say, 
will be a higher standard of health 
among school children and the virtual 
disappearance of bronchial and nuaal 
epidemics. 


S exton a U sefu l M an, 
R ings B ell, W rites Boy 
Munich.—Schoolboys in a Munich 
suburb were Instructed recently to 
write u composition about the sexton 
Jn the local church, and tin* follow­ 
ing effort attracted so much attention 
that It is being reproduced in many 
Bavarian newspapers:

have Income good fanners or Indus 
trial workers und are capable of oper­ 
ating farms without government su­ 
pervision. 
The most noticeable effect of Brit­ 
ish rule, however, has been In the 
fomioeroe of the colony.

now average nearly $50/100,000 annu­
